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Rush Violations 


in a precedent setting decision, 
the ASSSC Board of Justice has up- 
held the ruling of the Panhellenic 
Judiciary Committee of March 12, 
1965 concerning rush violations of 
the Beta Phi Beta Sorority. 

In his opinion, Chief Justice Larry 
Mc Vicar stated: 

“In the mere acceptance of this 
case and in the fact that the Board 
of Justice ruled that it would follow 
procedures other than those set up 
in the statutes of the ASSSC for 
trials, the scope and role of the BOJ 
has been broadened.” 

McVicar went on, “With this fact 
in mind the BOJ wishes to make it 
clear that we do not want to inter- 
fere in the internal affairs of organi- 
zations on this campus; and that we 
wili do our best not to, but on the 
other hand we feel it is our duty to 
intervene, on request, wien it be- 
comes necessary to protect the rights 
of students and organizations on 
this campus.” 


Protests Procedures 

The appeal by Beta Phi Beta pro- 
tested the procedures, fairness, and 
legality of the Panhellenic Judiciary 
Committee. 

Elaine Kves, who presented the 
appeal to the BOJ, stated that her 
sorority was not given adequate time 
to prepare a defense, that much of 
the defense was not admitted, and 
that the rules that they had sup- 
posedly broken were not drawn up 
until the night before. 


Accusers Judge? 

Miss Kves also added that Beta 
Phi Beta did not believe that they, 
the sorority, should be judged by the 
very people who had accused them. 
“We are appealing the procedures of 
the Panhellenic Council,” she stated. 

In its ruling, the BOJ upheid the 
actions of the Panhellenic Judiciary 
on four counts. 

1. Beta Phi Beta was notified of 
the four complaints which were in 
finality considered for the final de- 
cision. 

2. Beta Phi Beta itself agreed that 
the tiie was sufficient for the prepa- 
ration of defense in that there was 
no formal request for postponement. 

3. Beta Phi Beta pled guilty to the

portant questions concerning the 
setup of the Panhellenic Council. 


In view of this, the BOJ ordered 
that some changes be made and 
recommended the adoption of others. 

1. “We order that in the procedures 
of the Panhellenic Judiciary Com- 
mittee adequate time limits be set 
up to allow the defense time to pre- 
pare its case. 


2. “We order that in the future the 
defense be allowed to present evi- 
dence or witnesses which it may fee! 
are pertinent to its defense. 

3. “We order that the rules of 
rushing and pledging be szt down in 
writing in the by-laws or the Con- 
stitution of the Panhellenic Council 
and be easily accessible to the soror- 
ities. 


4. “We order that in the future all 
charges to be considered during such 
hearings be presented to the defense 
in writing. No mention of further 
violations should be nade. 


5. “We recommend that the Pan- 
helienic Council re-examine its judi- 
cial system, making clear the line of 
appeal in the system, making certain 
that the prosecutor is not part of 
the judging body, and making clear 
all the procedures that will be fol- 
lowed.” 


Chancellor Faces 
Finance Committee

Chancelior Glenn S. Dumke, still 
smoothing ruffied feathers he re- 
ceived in a moliing by the Senate 
Finance Committee last Thursday, 
will face the Assembly Finance Com- 
mittee today. 

The State Colleges have exceeded 
their salary budget by $281,000 for 
the current fiscal year. The Board 
of Trustees voted in January to cut 
top ranking professors’ salaries by 
1.8 percent to make up the deficit 
and then ask the legislature for a 
special appropriation to rescind the 
cut. The special appropriation to save 
3,500 professors from a cut was re- 
jected by the Senate Committee. 

Dumke, accused of administrative 
bungling by the Senate committee, 
said recently, “I am extremely dis- 
appointed in the Senate Finance 
Committee's recommendation against 
salary restoration bill since it come 
at a time when the California State 
Colleges desperately need the sup- 
port of the Legislature as they face 
a critical situation of rising enroll- 
ment and diminishing state support 
which poses a serious threat to the 
quality of the education we are able 
to provide California's students.” 

Knew Of Deficit 

Committee members refused to 
pass the bill after lcarning that 
Dumke's staff knew of the ——. 
ing deficit since last April 





not inform the Department of Fi- 
nance until summer, and that Dumke 
himself was not aware of the error 
until October. 

Dumke indicated at the hearing 
that personnel changes may result in 
his staff because of the error, but 
refused to tell the senators in public 
who was involved or to assure them 
the person was fired. 

Commenting on the error, Dumke 
said, “While the miscalculation of 
$281,000 in the salary appropriation 
fund which occasioned the 1.8 per- 
cent faculty salary reduction is not 
to be excused or taken lightly, we 
believe that the record of achieve- 
ment of the State Colleges under 
difficult circumstances and in trying 
times merits the support now of the 

Aske Reconsideration 

He then called upon the Senate 
committee to reconsider. 

But the committee has made it 
clear that it will not reconsider. 
Senator George Miller. chairman 
of the committee, accused Dumke's 
staff of sending the Department of 
Finance a “phony report” to try to 
cover up the error. 

“If we pass this bill, we'll be 
putting a premium on careless er- 
rors,” Miller said. “We'll be saying 
oe the future, ‘You mgke the mis-

Scaletta Brings Jazz 
To Thirsty Throngs

Are Sacramento State College 
students culturally thirsty? It's an 
interesting but perplexing question. 
However, juding from the enthusi- 
astic, overflow crowd at the Don 
Scaletta Trio concert last Monday, 
culturally parched is a more accurate 
description 

The audience in the faculty dining 
room toe-tapped and nodded in beat 
to the modern strains of a really great 
group. Rhythmically, the Trio follows 
Dave Brubeck with complicated, un- 
orthodox patterns. In one seemingly 
unpretentious number, Janny's Tune. 
which was played with no heroics, 
the time signature was a seldom 
heard 11/8. 

It was written by Noel Jukes, who 
plays the vibes and sax at the Gilded 
Cage, for his little sister. It was 
described as a “waltz but not quite” 
by bassist Ted Biondell. 

Definitely not avani-garde, the 
style of the trio was suited to the 
tastes of those present. From a slow, 
dreamy Here's That Rainy Day, the 
scale of moods ran the gamut to an 
intense and seething Tomorrow Ne- 
ver Comes.

when he exhibited his dexterity in

Ron Groves and Tom Shea, both 
of the program committee of Forum, 
arranged for the appearance of the 
trio. Rather glaring in the set-up was 
the demonstrable lack of adequate 
facilities for events of this sort.
